E. Roosevelt Students "Sit-In” 

To Protest Cuts in School’s Budget 



At dinnertime pizzas and subs began to appear, and sleep¬ 
ing bags were spread out to substitute for the furniture at 
home. Students got out their book^ and papers, stretched 
out with their pillows, and got down to the serious business 
of doing homework and writing letters to the County and

As the News Review goes 
to press Tuesday, November 
19, students at Eleanor Roos¬ 
evelt High School are parti¬ 
cipating in a sit-in to protest 
cuts in the school budget 
made by the Prince Georges 
County Board of Education. 
The sit-in, sponsored by 
Roosevelt's student govern¬ 
ment, started after school at 
4 p.m. and is expected to run 
until 9:30 p.m. Many stu¬ 
dents are planning to spend 
the night at the school, 

Lynne Tucker, a sophomore at 
Roosevelt, told the News Review 
that students would gather in 
the cafeteria or lobby at 4 p m. 
Their plans, she said, would con¬ 
sist of students* writing letters 
of protest to governmental offi¬ 
cials and doing their homework. 
Students felt that since they 
were protesting cuts in educa¬ 
tion, it would not make sense 
for them to miss class and start 
their protest before the school 
day ended. 

While the administration at 
Roosevelt and the County Board 
of Education have not sanctioned 
the sit-in, Principal Dr. Gerald 
Boarman said, “We are child 
advocates and will work togeth¬ 
er to see that the sit-in is han¬ 
dled in the right way. If the 
students are here, I will be here. 
We have to give them credit and 
credence for their willingness to 
put forth effort in what they 
believe.*' 

He also indicated that he and 
the students will work peace¬ 
fully together and participate in 
dialogue. He stated that these 
are students who are serious 
about their education and com¬ 
mitted to making a point. 

The demonstration was sanc¬ 
tioned by the PTSA, and Mr. 


Dunn, president, was one of the 
parents chaperoning. Several 
teachers also volunteered their 
time to assist. 

Roosevelt student government 
president Colin Guard said, “We 
are going to voice our concerns 
in a peaceful manner with dig¬ 
nity. We're here because officials 
have slashed education. . . . it's 
not something we want them to 
do. 

Guard complained that the fur¬ 
loughing of teachers will take 
away three days of classtime, so 
the students, by this demonstra¬ 
tion were taking back one night 
by doing homework together and 
helping each other. Another ac¬ 
tion planned was writing letters 
to county and school board offi¬ 
cials to make them aware of 
students* concerns. He said “Ed 
ucation should be top priority. 
Money invested in education 
now is money invested in 
long-term well being. Rescue 
squads and police are important; 
but we cannot let short term 
economic problems impair our 
long-term ability to compete.** 

James Green, sophomore class 
president, circulated among the 
students. He said that many 
Eleanor Roosevelt students are 
in the Science/Technology pro¬ 
gram, and participate in extra 
curricular activities, which will 
be cut He indicated that demon¬ 
strating students were there for 
educational activities, and did 
not take any time from classes 
for the protest They were mak¬ 
ing it a point to set a good ex¬ 
ample for the rest of the County 
schools by their commitment to 
peacefully making their point 

Several students who partici¬ 
pate in the school's music pro¬ 
grams, sitting together doing 
homework, agreed on a sta ce¬ 
ment: “This is our future—^we 
are the future. Making cuts in 
education limits our potential.** 

Student Bryce Brylawski ex¬ 


pressed what seemed to be the 
major concerns of students; lack 
of supplies, the furlough time, 
and teachers working to the rule. 
Students feel that valuable class 
time is being wasted and aca¬ 
demic standards being compro¬ 
mised, he said. 

Later Guard urged students to 
make a decision to make this 
evening a commitment to educa¬ 
tion. He asked those who were 
there to party to leave. 

Student leaders planned their 
sit-in so that it would not inter¬ 
fere with their classes, unlike 
400 students from Parkdale who 
walked from their high school 
to Roosevelt at lunch time, on 
Friday, November 15. 

The Parkdale group chanted

This week the Greenbelt 
News Review will begin its 
fifty-fifth year of continu¬ 
ous publication. 

Originally a letter-size 
mimeographed publication 
consisting of sixteen pages, 
then titled the Greenbelt 
Cooperator, the paper began 
publication on November 24, 
1937 — six weeks after the 
first families had occupied 
their homes. 

History 

The early pioneers recognized 
the immediate need for a news 
medium to keep people informed 
of local events and to provide a 
forum for the exchange of views. 
They kid ck)wn the principles that 
still guide the actions of the 
present News Review — a non¬ 
partisan, non-profit cooperative 
endeavor, whose aims are to print 
the news accurately and fairly 
and to resjpect the Greenbelt 
“good neighbor" philosophy of 
life. 

In January 1938 the Federal 
Government (which owned Green- 
belt at that time) made space 
available at the town commercial 
center, free of cost and also 
loaned much-needed furniture, 
typewriters, and office equip¬ 
ment. The paper moved its office 
four times before finally coming 
to rest in the present basement 
office at 15 Parkway. 

With the withdrawal of the 
Federal Government from town, 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. through 
its wholly owned subsidiary, 
Greenbelt Development Corpora¬ 
tion, continued the Federal pol¬ 
icy of providing free office space 
with the paper reimbursing the 
corporaition for out-of-pocket ex¬ 
penses. 

Free Delivery 

An important development in 


history of the newspaper was 
the decision to deliver the Coop¬ 
erator free of charge to every 
home in town, beginning with the 
issue of September 7, 1939. 

The policy of free distribution 
remained unchanged except for 
an unsuccessful effort to go to 
a subscription basis in 1953. Suc¬ 
cessive boards of directors have 
considered that the most impor¬ 
tant thing is to get the paper to 
each household in the city. 

As We Are 

Although some readers may 
recall when the News Review 
had only two pages, the stand¬ 
ard size today is 12 and may be 
as large as 28 pages. The decid¬ 
ing factor each week is the num¬ 
ber of inches of advertising 
which determines the number of 
pages that can be paid for. 

At present 10,400 free copies 
of the News Review are distrib¬ 
uted weekly to homes in Green¬ 
belt, including Springhill Lake, 
Greenbriar, Greenbrook, Green¬ 
wood Village. Windsor Green, 
Green Spring, and Hunting Ridge, 
and to Greenbelt office buildings

Post Office Advice

with them. The post office will 
forward first-class mail for one 
year while magazines can be for¬ 
warded for 60 days. 

To receive this free service, 
residents should complete a 
change of address form, avail¬ 
able at all post offices or from 
any letter carrier. Be sure to 
mark whether the entire family's 
mail should be forwarded, or just 
that of a single individual. For 
best service, this form should 
be filed 30 days before the move. 
For further information about 
mail forwarding, call 345-1722. 

After receiving this form, the 
postmaster will return a change 
of address kit, containing pre¬ 
printed cards for notifying pub¬ 
lishers and others of the new* 
address. 

Acting Greenbelt Postmaster 
Janice Hobson suggests that 
anyone who must move before 
they know their new permanent 
address have their mail held at 
their old post office. This can be 
done for up to 30 days, A change 
of address card should be mailed 
to the old post office as soon 
as the new address is known.

Acting Postmaster Janice A. 
Hobson, cautioned citizens re¬ 
sponding to postcards announc¬ 
ing that the recipient has won 
a fabulous trip to some exotic 
location and must call a 900 
telephone number to claim the 
prize. 

That call could cost $9 or more 
and people are more than likely 
not winners, but rather contest¬ 
ants, or worse, victims of mail 
fraud, 

U.S. Postal Inspectors recently 
concluded an investigation of 1st 
Federal Bancard, a Santa Bar¬ 
bara, Calif, company that mailed 
more than 15 million postcards 
telling consumers of a ‘final at¬ 
tempt' to notify them of a $5,000 
credit limit approval. 

Calling the number cost $7-80 
and callers were then given a 
second 900 number for which 
they were billed $29.95 that in¬ 
formed them that for an addi¬ 
tional fee of $79, they could re¬ 
ceive an application for a “Free¬ 
dom Card.” 

Freedom Card is not a nation¬ 
al credit card, but rather a cata¬ 
log retailer which requires a 
down payment on purchases. 

In February, the U.S. Attor¬ 
ney’s Office and the Postal Ser¬ 
vice filed suit in U.S. District 
Court in Des Moines, lA, against 
1st Federal Bancard as a result 
of the Postal Inspectors* mail 
fraud and wire fraud investiga¬ 
tion. This is believed to be the 
largest 900 number promotion 
attacked by the U.S- government 
to date. 

U S, Postal Inspectors inves¬ 
tigated a similar promotion out 
of Des Moines known as Disc 
Sweepstakes, claiming a free va¬ 
cation. 

Federal District Judge Donald 
E. O’Brien issued a preliminary 
injunction order against the pro¬ 
motion in November 1990. 

O’Brien concluded that “this 
‘sweepstakes’ has the distinctive 
flavor of mail fraud,” and or¬ 
dered the defendants not to con¬ 
duct any similar activity in the 
.future. 

MCI was ordered to turn over 
all money it had received as

telephone charges from Disc 
Sweepstakes to the clerk of the 
court. The final disposition of 
the estimated $1 million will be 
decided at a later date. 

A third 900 number scheme 
out of Atlanta, Ga„ known as 
Sweepstakes International, drew 
the attention of the Postal In¬ 
spection Service, and resulted in 
$1.7 million being frozen at MCI. 
The frozen money represents 
charges to customers who called 
to claim their prize and were 
charged $9.95 for the call. 

A complaint filed with the 
District Court by the U-S- At¬ 
torney’s Office and the Postal 
Service charges that Sweep- 
stakes International is involved 
in a mail fraud scheme to de¬ 
fraud people who received the 
postcards. 

Postal Inspectors offer the 
following tips that can help peo¬ 
ple avoid becoming victims of 
fraudulent 900 number promot¬ 
ers: 

—Never dial a 900 number 
unless absolutely sure of how 
much will be charged. 

—If people have never heard 
of a particular company, they 
should check it out with the local 
Better Business Bureau. 

—^Be suspicious when receiv¬ 
ing a mass-produced prize noti¬ 
fication that asks people to call 
a 900 number to claim a prize. 
There is always a charge for a 
900 number call, and claiming a 
legitimate prize should cost 
nothing. 

—Be wary if after dialing one 
900 number a message is heard 
asking people to dial a second 
900 number. 

-—If people feel they have been 
taken, they should write to a 
Postal Inspector through the 
local post office. 

—Keep originals or copies of 
all documents (eg., advertise¬ 
ments, envelopes, checks, re¬ 
ceipts, etc.) when doing business 
by mail. 

—Remember the old bromide, 
“If it sounds too good to be 
true, it probably is/'

Instead of falling for such con 
schemes, residents can receive 
information about unclaimed 
funds or property free of charge 
from the Unclaimed Property 
Section of the comptroller's of¬ 
fice.

Greenbelters’ Suggestion 
Starts Anti-drug Program

An anti-drug program has 
been implemented in the Prince 
Georges County schools this year 
to educate students about the 
dangers of drug abuse. 

Greenbelt residents Li! and 
Larry Goldberg were instrumen¬ 
tal in the adoption of this pro¬ 
gram. After observing an anti¬ 
drug program in operation at 
a court session in Montgomery 
County, the Goldbergs brought 
the program to the attention of 
County Council Chair Richard 
Castaldi and proposed that a 
similar program be established 
in Prince Georges County. That 
set the ball rolling, resulting in 
one of the excellent anti-drug 
programs now being used in the 
County schools. 

This program offers the oppor¬ 
tunity for students to visit a 
courtroom to witness trials of 
persons accused of crimes in¬ 
volving the possession/use/dis¬ 
tribution of a controlled danger¬ 
ous substance. After the trials, 
the judge will usually talk to 
the students about substance 
abuse. They also listen to pre¬ 
sentations by young recovering 
drug abusers, who relate how 
their lives and health have been 
seriously impaired. 

To further impress the stu¬ 
dents, they are then taken to 
the lockup facility, where they 
can see firsthand what happens 
to those convicted of a crime 
involving drugs, . 

Ethyl Engrum. coordinating 
supervisor of drug education, 
Prince Georges County Public 
Schools, said it was decided to 
implement the program this year 
first at the middle-school level 
Usually about 45 students and 
two or three adults participate; 
they are taken as a group by bus 
to the courthouse. Three schools 
have participated so far.

CITY POLICE SEEK 
OVERPASS ASSAILANTS 

Since late October as many 
as six incidents of assault may 
have occurred in the vicinity of 
the Gladys Spellman overpass 
said Officer George Mathews, 
Public Information and Crime 
Prevention officer for the Green¬ 
belt Police Department. “There 
has been an ongoing investiga¬ 
tion and police are patrolling the 
area,” he noted. 

The most recent attack, on No¬ 
vember 7 occurred when a ninth 
grade student was returning 
home from Eleanor RooseveJt 
High School. 

As reported in the Police Blot¬ 
ter on November 7, an earlier 
attack took place as three youths 
were walking home from Roose¬ 
velt around 9 pm- on October 
25. Two youths approached them 
in the area of Gardenway and 
the Spellman overpass and 
punched one student in the face- 
On October 28 at about 7:30 
p.m., as a man was walking from 
the parking lot in the 7700 block 
of Hanover Parkway, two males 
stopped him. punched and kicked 
him and then fled. 

Mathew's offers the following 
safety tips to students walking 
to and from Roosevelt via the 
overpass: 

(1) Walk w:th others—never 
alone 

(2) When encountering sus¬ 
picious persons do not get into 
a situation that appears dan¬ 
gerous. Turn around: if en route 
home, return to Roosevelt and 
report to schoc’ authorities; if 
en route to school, return home, 
tell parents or report directly 
to the police by calling 474-5454. 

Mathews ask? residents living 
adjacent to the overpass to re¬ 
port suspicious activities to the 
police department at 474-5454. 

Except for severe offenses, if 
minors, those under 18 years of 
age, are arrested, they are re¬ 
leased in the custody of their 
parents until the case is heard 
in court. In severe offenses, mi¬ 
nors who are arrested could be 
sent to the Cheltenham facility 
or Boys Village

A Review 

Actors Roller Blades Add 
Zip to Shakespearean Play

Fairies on rollerblades ? At first sight the conventional 
fairy costumes—brightly colored, gauzy—look grotesque 
when the rest of the figure is decked with black arm pads, 
electric-chartreuse knee pads and the heavy black boots 
which go with the rollers. But then how easily these figures 
glide—in fairy circles, or up and down ramps—with inhum¬ 
an lightness and speed. The effect is after all a delightful 
updating of Shakespeare's “Midsummer Night's Dream," 
the current theatrical production at the University of Mary¬ 
land. 


The student actors are so 
skillful on these devices that one 
wonders if tryouts were held for 
top-notch skaters, who incident¬ 
ally had to speak a line or two, 
or for actors who then had to 
master these modern wheels. The 
program tells us that the fig- 
ivre-skating coach, Terry M. Lo¬ 
gan, is also the personage with 
the impressive stage presence 
who plays Oberon, king of the 
fairies. He does wonders as he 
swoops around the stage, but he 
also carries out with aplomb the 
histrionic portion of his assign¬ 
ment. 

Another variant of our usual 
ideas of this play is the casting 
of Greenbelter Tina Castaldi as 
Puck, the mischievous imp who 
causes so many mixups as he 
tries to carry out Oberon’s or¬ 
ders. Here the director has 
changed Puck^s sex—not merely 
cast a female in a role we see 
as male (as Shakespeare did in 
reverse with the female charac¬ 
ters, in his time played by boy 
actors). If ‘*he’^ had to be 
changed to ‘‘she” in the text, the 
character's original name, Robin 
Godfellow. was allowed to 
stand. Masculine in Shake¬ 
speare's time, Robin in the 20th 
century is conveniently quite as 
often feminine. 

Castaldi has a wonderful, full- 
bodied laugh that belongs with 
such a character and she con¬ 
vinces us that she is full of 
pranks. She's also just a touch 
uncertain on those rollerblades. 
Was that falling flat early after 
her first entry choreographed? 
Or a nice recovery from an un¬ 
expected incident? In any case, 
the body language — different 
from that of the other fairies— 
was built into her rendition of 
this distinctive character. 

The play-within-a-play by the 
“rude mechanicals” is always a 
delightful section as the story 
of Hermia and Helena, Theseus 
and Hippolyta comes to a close 
with an entertainment after a 
wedding ceremony. Here the stu¬ 
dent performers brought off a 
tour de force. I joined with many 
of those in the audience around 
me in hearty belly laughs. Most 
particularly successful was the 
by-play involving the character 
who so dedicatedly works at 
playing Wall 


Special commendations are due 
to the lighting, music, scene and 
special effects designers — Dan¬ 
iel Wagner, Bob Head, Laura 
Stowe and Bill Brandwein re¬ 
spectively. With a stage that had 
to be kept primarily bare for all 
the active whirling around on 
rollerblades, these auxiliary fea¬ 
tures were crucial in creating 
the dream illusion in which the 
play is cast. 

There's still time to catch the 
play. Performances are scheduled 
at Tawes Theater on November 
21-24 at 8 p.m. in addition to 
a 2 p.m. matinee on Sunday. 

Fuller Brush Man

On Saturday evening, November 16, the sanctuary at 
Mishkan Torah resounded with the sounds of the Heritage 
Singers. Under the direction of Gordon Gustin, their concert 
was the first of the Greenbelt Arts Center’s 1991-92 music 
series. 


The Heritage Singers consists 
of 11 of the best male voices to 
be heard in this area in a long 
time. Their program offered a 
wide variety of music, ranging 
from stirring patriotic hymns to 
foot-stomping traditional folk 
songs, to sea chanteys that were 
sung so effectively I could feel 
the sway of ocean waves, to 
classical selections that were 
truly poetry in melody. 

All of this was only the first 
half of the program. After in¬ 
termission, the second half of the 
program was “A Salute to 
Broadway,” which was my fa¬ 
vorite part of the concert. The 
group in harmonious together¬ 
ness and in outstanding solos 
performed numbers from “The 
Most Happy Fella” and “The 
Sound of Music.” Also featured 
in this part of the program was 
guest artist Sara Pattie, a thrill¬ 
ing soprano who entertained with 
some of the very best of Broad¬ 
way—all the way from Gersh¬ 
win and Porter through the best 
of today, including “‘Les Mise- 
rables.”

Time to Inspect 
Smoke Detectors 

Maryland State Fire Marshal 
Rocco J. Gabriele has announced 
that he is challenging Maryland¬ 
ers to place a working smoke 
detector in every home. 

In Maryland, the State Fire 
Marshal estimates that nearly 
75% of all homes are equipped 
with smoke detectors. However, 
between 25-30% of those detec¬ 
tors may not be working because 
of improper maintenance, includ¬ 
ing old or missing batteries. 

*^To change the battery in a 
smoke detector is so simple, yet 
tragically many people fail to 
do so” remarked Fire Marshal 
Gabriele. ^*By simply changing 
the battery in their smoke de¬ 
tector, and testing their smoke 
detectors on a routine basis, resi¬ 
dents can significantly increase 
their chances of escaping from 
a house fire.” 

According to Fire Marshal 
Gabriele ”the mere installatioiv 
of smoke detectors in Maryland 
homes has given Marylanders a 
false sense of security. Smoke 
detectors if not maintained prop¬ 
erly, will not work in an emer- 
gency.”

and shopping cen/ters. 

For those who have wondered 
how the paper gets ouit each 
week, the sitaff is largely volun¬ 
teer (or, at least, minimally 
paid) and, in the Greenbelt tra¬ 
dition, organized as a labor co¬ 
operative. The paper is uncon¬ 
nected with the city government, 
the other cooperatives in the 
city, or with Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc. The paper gratefully ac 
cepts support from many seg¬ 
ments of the community — from 
the city in the form of city ad¬ 
vertising, from GHI in corporate 
ads and in housing for its opera¬ 
tions, and from the citizens 
when the financial pinch gets too 
tight. However, it is essentially 
self-supporting. 

The paper lives by its ad¬ 
vertising revenues which cover 
all normal operations. Hence, the 
often-repeated admonition to its 
readers to ^Patronize our Adver¬ 
tisers.” 

Staff 

There have been 39 changes in 
editorship during the paper's 63 
years. For the last 19 years, the 
position has been held by Mary 
Lou Williamson. There are now 
54 staff members, most of whom 
have joined the paper as their 
contribution to their community's 
activities. 

An innovation begun 12 years 
■ago, augmenting the staff 
through an agreement with the 
Departments of English and 
JournaHsm of the University of 
Maryland to accept placement of 
student interns, is being continu- 
ued to the News Review's advan¬ 
tage. 

Students have participated in 
the regular work of writing and 
editing copy for this paper. The 
program is sponsored by the Al¬ 
fred M. Skolnik Memorial Fund. 
This fund also provides for a 
yearly $100 Savings Bond to be 
awarded to an outstanding Elea¬ 
nor Roosevelt High School grad¬ 
uate interested in the field of 
writing. _

The mayor, city council, city staff members and more 
than 100 Greenbelt residents gathered to dedicate the “new” 
Roosevelt Center on Sunday, October 27, Plaques were un¬ 
veiled, one to dedicate the center to the citizens of Green¬ 
belt and another to recognize the contributions to the 
renovation of the center of owners Lisa and George Chris- 
tacos. The Greenbelt Concert Band entertained the audience 
with lively music before the dedication ceremony. 


City Is Still Planning 
On Lake at Schrom Hills

The lake at Schrom Hills Park 
is still far from a reality. Orig¬ 
inally the park was to be built 
around a 10-acre stormwater 
management pond to be con¬ 
structed by the Washington Su¬ 
burban Sanitary Commission 
(WSSC). However, much of the 
land on which the pond was to 
be built was found to be wet¬ 
lands, subjecting plans for the 
pond to rigorous review by the 
Army Corps of Engineers. 

In addition, responsibility for 
stormwater management passed 
from WSSC to Prince Georges 
County. Since then the city of 
Greenbelt has been attempting 
to reach agreement allowing the 
city to begin applying for the 
necessary permit. 

Celia Wilson, the city’s Direc¬ 
tor of Planning and Develop¬ 
ment told the News Review that 
she expects that the city will 
be able to construct a five-acre 
pond with surrounding wetlands- 
However, the city is still engaged 
in legal maneuvering with the 
county Office of Law. 

At the October 28 city coun¬ 
cil meeting. City Solicitor Rob¬ 
ert Manzi described an addition¬ 
al complication. The city had an 
agreement with the county that 
Greenbelt would hire a consultant 
to perform the engineering stud¬ 
ies for the lake. The county 
would then reimburse the city for 
this work. The city has awarded 
the contract to Dames and 
Moore, the firm that did the 
engineering ■work for recent im¬ 
provements to Greenbelt Lake. 

However, the county has now 
decided that the city must com¬ 
ply with county competitive 
bidding procedures. While the 
city has applied for a waiver, 
Manzi was concerned that be¬ 
cause a number of municipali¬ 
ties have similar problems, the 
county might be reluctant to 
grant the waiver. He noted that 
this particular contract is rela¬ 
tively small. 

Manzi explained that the city 
had considered Dames and 
Moore the sole source for the 
engineering contract. He ex¬ 
plained that since that firm w^as 
the only one that bid on similar 
work at Greenbelt Lake, the city 
saw no sense in advertising the 
Schrom Hills work for bids. 

City Manager Daniel Hobbs 
said that the city is hiring a 
firm to ‘‘help us Tvend our way 
through the permitting process,” 
He expected that once the city 
and county reach agreement, the 
wetlands permitting process will 
take more than one year.

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld. in his

Mayor pro tern Thomas X, 
White remarked that “the center 
is an example of how persistent 
Greenbelters can be” in getting 
things done; and the center is 
not finished yet—^there are more 
improvements to come. Restora¬ 
tion of the Mother and Child 
statue is also planned. 

The center is “literally w-here 
it all began/' according to 
council member Joseph Isaacs.

A jovial City Council con¬ 
vened for the charter meet¬ 
ing of the new term on No¬ 
vember 12. It was also the 
last assembly for the out¬ 
going council.
